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A Solemn 
Thant Gets 
U.N. Helm

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 
U Thant of Burma was elected 
acting secretary general of the 
United Nations Friday by a vote 
of 103 to 0. 


His election by the General As- 
sembly was described by U. S. 
Ambassador Adlai E. Stevenson 
as “eminently satisfactory.” 


The Burmese delegate took a 
solemn oath as he accepted office 
“not to seek or accept instruc- 
tions in regard to the perform- 
ance of my duties from any gov- 
ernment or other authority 
external to the organization.”’ 


The greatest problem in find- 
ing someone to serve out the re- 
mainder of Dag Hammarskjold’s 
term had been raised by Soviet 
efforts to make the new secretary 
general subject to the advisory 
powers of his assistants. . 


U Thant was left with full free- 
dom in the choice of advisers. He 
announced that he would name as 
two of them Dr. Ralph J. Bunche 
of the United States and George 
P. Arkadev of the Soviet Union, 
both under secretaries of long 
experience. 


Some observers suggested that 
these two appointments, with 
U Thant repersenting the non- 
aligned countriés, made up a 
triumvirate such as the Soviet 
Union had originally suggested. — 


Spokesmen for both the U.S. 
mission and the U.N. ridiculed 
this suggestion. They pointed out 
that no veto power is involved. 
The original Soviet suggestion had 
been for a ‘“‘troika,’’ or veto ar- 
rangement. U.S. and _ Soviet

Red Boss 
Slows Up 
On Berlin

MOSCOW—Premier Khrushchev 
was quoted Friday as saying 
that the Soviet Union wants a 
proper settlement of the Berlin 
dispute and therefore does not 
intend to act hastily. 

The Premier’s remark was re- 
ported by Giuseppe Codacci-Pi- 
sanelli, president of the council of 
the Interparliamentary Union, aft- 


er a 65-minute conversation with 


the Soviet leader. 


Khrushchev was explaining his 
statement of Oct. 17 that the 
Soviet Union would withdraw its 
deadline for a German peace 
treaty this year if the Western 
powers displayed a readiness to 
negotiate. 


ITALIANS HAVE WORD 


‘The _ Italian’ parliamentarian 
then reminded Khrushchev that 
negotiations consisted of making 
concessions as well as receiving 
them. The Soviet premier was 
quoted as replying that this was 
his understanding of negotiations 
as well. 


Khrushchev's reply was not re- 
garded here as a firm indication 
that the Soviet Union was ready 
to yield on any of the major de- 
mands it had made for a Berlin 
settlement. 


Khrushchev reiterated that he 
had never intended to present an 
ultimatum to the West when he 
had insisted on the signing of a 
peace treaty before Dec. 31, His 
previous position had been that 
he would cunclude a peace treaty 


with East Germany if the West- 
ern powers did not join in an 


-accord that would recognize the 


division » Germany. 


The Western powers have in- 
sisted that a peace treaty should 
provide for German reunification 
through free elections.

The Soviet premier emphasized 
the need for negotiations as it 
was reported that further East- 
West exchanges were expected in 
Moscow soon, 


Llewellyn E, Thompson Jr., the 
U.S. ambassador, returned here 
on Oct. 24 from Washington fully 
briefed to carry on such ex- 
changes, Thompson has been 
waiting for Khrushchev and For- 
eign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko 
to become available.

Brewton 
School Use 
Again Hit 


Venable Raps Plan 


As Not Suitable 


Continued opposition to the 
idea of converting the abandoned 
Brewton school to a home for re- 
tarded children was expressed 
Friday by Dr. John H. Venable, 
director of the State Health De- 
partment. 


Use of the school for such a 
program was _ recommended 
Thursday by a joint legislative 
Committee on Mental Health. 


Committee Chairman Culver 
Kidd had said the school—which 
has never been used because 
white citizens objected no its use 
by Negroes — could be converted 
into a 425-bed home for approxi- 
mately $300,000. 


Dr. Venable said Friday that 
earlier in the year such a pro- 
posal was “very carefully stud- 
ied’”’ and the survey “indicated 
this is not a suitable location for 
such a program.” 


However, he said he had not 
seen an official report_of Kidd's 
committee recommendations and 
would reserve comment on the 
new proposal until he reads them 
closely. 


He did point out he earlier had 
felt the site would be too far from 
a medical center and that it 
would be difficult to attract good 
doctors. 


Some advocates of the Brewton 
location have argued it would be 
used as a stop-gap program that 
can be set up immediately to 
relieve the long waiting list at 
the Greenwood Hospital for men- 
tally retarded in Augusta. 


However, Venable said he felt 
that ‘“‘temporary things grow 
pretty quickly into permanent 
things.” 

One health official, who asked 
that his name not be used, said 
the Brewton proposal is a ‘‘com- 
pletely untenable idea’ and has 
been used to “kick around a lot 
of political smoke.”

SAVANNAH—A program to fin- 
gerprint Chatham County school 
children for identification purposes 
in case of a nuclear disaster got 
under way here Friday. 


Bobby Long, 17-year-old senior 
class president of Savannah High 
School, became the first Georgia 
student to be fingerprinted for 
civil defense purposes in a cere- 
mony held at the school. 


This was the first step in a 
program to fingerprint approxi- 
mately 37,000 Chatham County 
school children. The project, spon- 
sored by the Savannah wing of 
Sertoma International and _ the 
Chatham County Commission, is 
expected to be completed by next 
June, according to James Turn- 
wall, Sertoma chairman of the 
project. 


The Savannah Evening Sertoma 
Club announced plans for the 
project several weeks ago. Turn- 
wall said that J. Edgar Hoover, 
director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, ‘‘responded favora- 
bly’’ to the idea in a letter to the 
sheriff's office. Fingerprint cards 
for the project were donated by 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. 


Turnwall added that the cards 
would be kept separate from 
criminal files. One set will be 
kept in Chatham County Sheriff 
Carl Griffin’s office. A duplicate 
set will be kept in a vault of the 
Citizens and Southern Bank in 
LaGrange.

Dr. Martin said the deficit was 
due to increasing demands on the 
university. It occurred, he said, 
despite an increase in tuition and 
a slight increase in gifts and 
grants to the university during 
the year. 


Gifts and grants to the univer- 
sity totaled $2,787,797 in the 1960- 
61 year, but of this only $471,387 
was available to pay normal oper- 
ation costs. Permanent endow- 
ment contributions totalled $1,037,- 
657. 


Emory also received $3,227,454 
for specific research projects and 
facilities not in suppert of the 


‘| regular academic program. 


Dr. Martin emphasized the need 
to double Emory’s endowment and 
to increase annual gifts. 


The university will observe its 
125th anniversary Dec. 10. 


The report given to the trustees 
listed $32 million worth of build- 
ings needed by the University 
‘within the next 10 years. These 
included a library for advanced 
studies; a fine arts center and au- 
ditorilum: a new chemistry and 
physics building; a dental school 
building and clinic, and additions 
and renovations to other buildings.

Let the Legislature Answer Emory’s Call 
For the Freedom of Our Private Colleges 


The trustees of Emory University have 
, taken a great stride in furthering the in- 
stitution’s reputation for academic leader- 
ship in the South by proposing to admit 
students of any race as soon as the legal 
way is cleared. 

The state Legislature, whose own 
state-supported university system already 
is desegregated, owes it to Emory and all 
of the other private colleges of the state 
to remove the legal obstacles promptly 
and grant the private colleges the same 
freedom of action which Georgia Tech and 
the University of Georgia have. 

What requires changing is a provision 
of the state Constitution making it pos- 


sible for the state to tax the endowment ~ 


fund of any private college if it admits a 
member of another race. 

With this punitive provision removed 
~and previous removal of other segrega- 
tion provisions makes its removal a mere 
legal exercise—the private colleges of the

state would simply be given only the 
same freedom of choice and action that 
the state-supported colleges already pos- 
sess. There is no valid reason to force pri- 
vate colleges to operate without. freedoms 
which public colleges have been granted. 

Once the Legislature acts and the peo- 
ple vote to remove this restriction on pri- 
vate colleges, those colleges may make 
their own policy decisions about segre- 
gation. 

To Emory’s credit, the trustees have 
already made that university’s decision. 
And by making it, they have increased 
academic respect for Emory and moved 
that university a great step forward to- 
ward its ultimate position as one of the 
foremost seats of learning m the nation. 

May the Legislature act promptly to 
lift from Emory and the other private col- 
leges of Georgia a legal restriction that is 
no longer applied to the public schools of 
the state.

Employment continued to gain in Oc- 
tober, the U.S. Labor Department reports, 
setting a new record of 67,822,000. Unem- 
ployment dropped to the lowest point in 
more than a year, slightly under four 
million. 

Early in the Kennedy administration 
doubt was expressed that unemployed 
rolls could be reduced to four million this 
year.

Participating in 
this market will be the most ad- 
vanced industrial countries in the 
world. There can be no doubt

If we choose 
to open up the access, we shall 
not obtain it as a favor or be- 
cause Europe is grateful to us, or 
even because Europe depends 
upon us to save it from the mili- 
tary power of the Soviet Union. 
We shall be able to open up the 
European market to American 
business only if in return we open 
up the American market to Euro- 
pean business. 

The only way our radically new 
relationship can be worked out is 
to authorize the President to ne- 
gotiate an economic arrangement 
with the Common Market provid- 
ing for a broad reciprocal reduc- 
tion of tariff walls. 

The argument of one group is 
that so great a change in our tra- 
ditional tariff policy, this “‘giant 
step,’’ requires a longer period of 
education and public debate than 
we have yet had. Dropping such 
legislation into a Congress which 
is preoccupied with an election 
would almost certainly mean a 
scrimmage of special interests 
and a debate at a much lower 
level than the subject requires. 
They feel satisfied that nothing 
will be lost by the longer period 
of preparation and incubation, 
and that the Congress will have a 
better realization of the weight of 
the issue when the enlarged 
Common Market is in fact a go- 
ing concern.

Coin Games 
A Lottery, 
Kelley Says 


Fulton Criminal Court Solicitor 
John I. Kelley has filed an answer 
to a suit by a Loyal Order of 
Moose lodge in which the lodge 
is seeking return of two confis- 
cated coin-machines. 


Kelley has charged that the ma- 
chines are “inherently gambling 
devices’ and that as such they 
are contraband which the club has 
no right to recover. 


HELD REPLACED 


In his answer, Kelley contends 
that after officers seized two 
machines last year, the lodge, 
located at 1262 W. Peachtree St., 
NW, “in open defiance of the 
law’’ placed two similar machines 
in a bar where beer, wines, and 
intoxicating liquors are sold. 


Kelley contends that the ma- 
chines were manufactured and 
are being used for the purpose of 
carrying on a lottery as a 
“scheme and device for hazarding 
of money and other valuable 
things.” 


He contends that the machines 
are in violation of existing city 
and state laws. 

LIQUOR LAWS 

Kelley charged that the club is 
violating the state liquor laws 
during a pre-trial conference held 
earlier this week. He said the 
club sells intoxicating liquors on 
Sunday. 


During the pre-trial conference, 
Fulton Criminal Court Judge 
Charles A. Wofford disqualified 
himself from hearing the trial of 
R. L. Davis, who was arrested by 
police when they confiscated two 
machines at the club last March. 
Judge Wofford said he would not 
hear the case because he is a 
member of the lodge. He said he 


is not ‘“‘an active member.”’ 


‘The grand jury took a swipe at 


The jurors said they realize ‘‘a 
proportionate distribution of these 
funds might disable this program 
in our less populous counties.”

The jury said it found the court 
‘has incorporated into its oper- 
ating procedures the recommend- 
ations’ of two previous grand 
juries, the Atlanta Bar Associa- 
tion and an interim citizens com- 
mittee. 


“These actions should serve to 
protect in fact and in effect the 
court’s wards from undue costs 
and its appointed and elected 
servants from unmeritorious criti- 
cisms,”’ the jury said. 


Regarding Atlanta’s new multi- 
million-dollar airport, the jury 
recommended ‘“‘that when the new 
management takes charge Jan. 1 
the airport be operated in a man- 
ner that will eliminate political 
influences.”’ 


The jury did not elaborate, but 
it added that “there should be 
periodic surveillance of the pric- 
ing practices of the concession- 
aires for the purpose of keeping 
the prices reasonable.”’ 


ASK JAIL DEPUTIES 


On other matters, the jury rec- 
ommended that: 


(1) Four additional deputies be 
employed at the Fulton County 
Jail and ‘“‘a doctor, medical in- 
tern or extern be employed for 
night and weekend duty at the 
jail.” 

(2) Fulton legislators ‘“‘work 
with city officials to pass enabling 
legislation that will permit the es- 
tablishment of a fair and equita- 
ble’ pension plan for city em- 
ployes. 


The jury praised the adminis- 
tration and operation of the At- 
lanta Police, Department, the 
Fulton Tax Commissioner’s Of- 
fice, the Bellwood and Alpharetta 
prison farms, Grady Hospital and 
the Fulton Health Department.

A. ELECTION 

This term of the Grand Jury 
was charged with certification of 
the recent City Primary Elec- 
tion. Newspaper, television and 
radio publicity resulting from this 
charge was sufficient to cause to 
be brought to the attention of the 
Grand Jury itself which might 
have been noted by officials, can- 
didates, or the electorate. 
Considering the widespread in- 
terest in the election, the number 
of candidates, the number of vot- 
ers, and the size of this City, only 
a relative handful of such re- 
ports were received. Each of 
these was closely investigated to 
the best of the Grand Jury’s abil- 
ity and to what seemed to be a 
satisfactory conclusion, and no 
evidence was uncovered to indi- 
cate that irregularities did in fact 
take place. 

The activities of the City Execu- 
tive Committee were included in 
the election matters receiving the 
attention of the Grand Jury. This 
committee of elected officials— 
who for all practical purposes 
work without compensation—is 
charged with making rules and 
regulations governing Primary 
Elections in Atlanta, and with ac- 
tually holding the Primary Elec- 
tion itself. The importance of this 
responsibility—particularly in view 
of the size and growth of At- 
lanta—would be difficult to over- 
emphasize. The Committee’s dis- 
charge of this responsibility de- 
serves the praise and thanks of the 
City of Atlanta. 

The registration and election 
laws of the State of Georgia also 
received the attention of the 
Grand Jury. It is felt that many 
of these are outmoded or inade- 
quate and often ambiguous, and 
the Grand Jury urges that Geor- 
gia legislators from Fulton Coun- 
ty take action to have these laws 
studied and revised to the end of 
modernizing and improving them. 
B. AUTO TITLE LAW 

The 1961 Georgia legislature 
passed an “Automobile Title” law 
which was signed by the governor 
with an effective date of January 
1, 1962, with the provision that 
the governor may postpone this 
effective date until March 1, 1962. 

The Legislature made no appro- 
priation for its operation and the 
governor has Stated that there are 
no funds available at this time 
for this purpose. 

The Georgia Legislature will 
convene prior to March 1, 1962, 
and it is the presumption that 
the Legislative Committee on this 
subject will propose enabling leg- 
islation. 

However, in addition to funds, 
sufficient lead time will be nec- 
essary to effectively implement 
this legislation. Specifically, of- 
| fice machines will have to be or- 
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the following recommendations: 

1. That four (4) additional depu- 
ties be added to the staff at the 
jail to bring it up to the minimum 
number recommended by the U.S.

G. PROBATION OFFICE 

The social impact of this ac- 
tivity in terms of conservation 
and rehabilitation of our human 
resources is quite praiseworthy 
and, as an arm of our courts, is 
sustained completely by the fines 
and fees assessed by the courts 
that are collected by this depart- 
ment. Because of our expanded 
population and resulting increase 
of probation cases, the workload 
of the Probation Officers has 
reached a point where the per- 
sonnel must be increased if this 
important work is to be continued 
effectively. The July Term Grand 
Jury, in a special presentment, 
recommended an increase of one 
female and two male Probation 
Officers be made as soon as possi- 
ble. At this time the female of- 
ficer has been employed, as the 
most critical shortage existed in 
this field, and the two male offi- 
cers will be employed in January 
1962, or as soon as their budget 
will permit. 

We affirm the findings of the 
July Grand Jury and hope that 
the rehabilitative rather than the 
punitive aspects of this work can 
be given fuller attention.

While 
a proportionate distribution of 
these funds might disable this pro- 
gram in our less populous coun- 
ties, we feel that in the future 
Fulton County should receive 
some portion of these available 
funds. The failure to do this will 
continue to place a disproportion- 
ate burden upon the taxpayers of 
Fulton County. 

3. We inspected Oak Hill Homes 
which is operated by this depart- 
ment, and found that the recrea- 
tional and physical development 
facilities are commendable and in 
a good state of repair. The living 
quarters, though they provide ade- 
quate shelter, are poorly main- 
tained, lacking in cleanliness, have 
inadequate sanitation facilities and 
in general do not measure up to 
desirable standards. We particu- 
larly condemn the state in which 
the plumbing and electrical wiring 
has fallen. We would urgently rec- 
ommend that immediate action be 
taken to correct the deficiencies 
regarding cleanliness, plumbing 
and wiring and that before fur- 
ther capital expenditures are 
made for other purposes these 
living quarters and furnishings be 
repaired and refurbished or re- 
placed. 

K. PURCHASE OF LANDFILLS 

It is becoming increasingly ap- 
parent that the County should 
give early consideration to the 
purchase of public properties for 
use as refuse dumps. 

Present practice is the leasing 
of 40 acres in North Fulton Coun- 
ty at $1,000 per year which at best 
is temporary and insufficient. Gar- 
bage is collected under contract 
by the City of Atlanta in specified 
districts. Outside those districts, 
the property owner is responsible. 

As the rural areas expand, the 
hauling of garbage to the incinera- 
tor becomes increasingly expen- 
sive and would make the use of 
landfill dumps in certain areas 
an economic necessity. 

It is our recommendation that 
properties suitable only for this 
purpose be purchased at once, 
with due consideration given to 
the county’s growth trends,
